EXPLAIN PROCEDURE 
FOR TRUCK OWNERS 
APPLYING FOR TIRES 


The step by step procedure to bo 


followed by truck owners wishing 
to secure tires larger than size 
8.25 was outlined this morning 
by Wilbur A. Wright, 
chairman 


of the Navarro county war. prico 
end rationing board. 


1—Any truck owner who believes 
himself in need of a tire replace- 
ment must forfeit his worn tire 
to a tiro dealer, and In return the 
tire dealer will fill out an appli- 
cation recommending the need of 
a new tire, and explaining 
the 
faults of the worn tire. 


2—The truck owner must then 
take his application showing nec- 
essity for a tire to the local ra- 
tioning board. 
In the meantime, 
the tire dealer retains the tire, 
marked and tagged with the own- 
er's namn. 


3—Application Is sent to 
the 
Dallas district office where It is 
processed and approved or denied 
by tire rationing board made up 
of member-representatives of all 
the local boards in the Dallas dis- 
trict. 
(Wilbur Wright, chairman 


of the local board, will serve ev- 
ery Thursday on the Dallas dis- 
trict tire rationing committee.) 


4—If the tire application is ap- 
iroved, the truck owner will be 
otified by mall, and upon recciv- 
ng his tire certificate, he may 
resent the certificate to the tire 
ealer who still hns the worn tire. 
At that point, the truck owner 
may purchase the tire needed on 
his vehicle. 
The same procedure is followed 
or securing truck tires which aro 
smaller than the size 8.25. how- 
ever, the applications will be pro- 
cessed locally 
at the 
Navarro 
board.
